WARC, the World Administrative Radio Con- 
ference, sent shudders up the spines of the avid HF 
Amateurs, with the increased international activity on the 
higher frequencies the pressure to "changed ownership" of 
this spectrum has increased. 

It appears that a number of folks have their eyes on 
spectrum where you and I operate repeaters. 420 is being 
looked at for spectrum for wind profilers (aircraft safety 
systems) The Broadcast industry is on the march looking for 
spectrum for its new Digital Audio Broadcasting, DAB. 
With the pressure behind this move the weakest link will be 
quick to surface and be pounced upon.

BIG CHANGES TO THE 
NORTH...K7CR 


Wr you're waiting for the outcome of WARC here 
is something that you can be thinking about now. 
Canada has just (October 1) made a major change in the way 
they look at what mode amateurs transmit where. Here in 
the States the FCC has a complicated system whereby we are 
restricted to certain modes within certain sub-bands (FM, 
TV, SSB, CW etc). For years the DOC has operated in much 
the same way, granted there have been some differences, but 
for the most part our neighbors have operated within our 
jointly agreed to band plans. 

Under the new rules the ONLY restriction Canadian 
Amateurs will have as to where they operate what mode will 
be bandwidth!!...and talk about bandwidth....here are some 
of the new limits...10 meters-20KHz, 6 and 2 meters-30KHz, 
220-100KHz with 430 and 902 being "LIMITED" to 
12MHz!!!! 

What this all means is you just might hear a VE operating 
with a strange mode on a frequency that has been historically 
used for another, and with some wide bandwidths. 

The DOC being aware of the potential for abuse here has 
cautioned Canadian Amateurs to abide by mutually agreed 
to band plans and to avoid causing across the border con- 
cerns. 

Let the WWARA know if you hear something strange 
coming from the North. 


LEAGUE READIES FOR 220 
HEARING...ARRL Letter 


n preparation for its Nov 16 day in court the ARRL has 

filed a "Reply Brief for Petitioner" with the U.S. District 
Court of Appeals, D.C. Circuit, in the matter of awarding 
220-222 MHz to commercial interests. "Now that 
respondents’ (the FCC) brief has been filed, the most fun- 
damental failings of the proceedings...can be quickly cap- 
suled," the League told the court. 

The Reply Brief asserted FCC has "from start to finish" 
wrongly assessed Amateur use of the 220-222 MHz segment 
(by incorrectly applying repeater use data to that segment); 
that FCC did not recognize the special needs of high-speed 
packet in the segment; and that the Commission reversed its 
policy of mandating increased efficiency in spectrum use 
without discussing the reasons. 

"The Commission acted," the League’s brief concluded, 
"arbitrarily and unreasonably in replacing the amateur with 
land mobile users. The action of the FCC is reallocations 
spectrum rather than mandating increase efficiency for land 
mobile users demonstrates as much. The reallocation of the 
220-222 MHz band should be set aside, and the matter 
remanded to the FCC." 
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DAB LOOKING FOR 
SPECTRUM.....K7CR 


IE the event you have not been keeping an eye on the 
Broadcast Industry there is a new guy in town...its called 
Digital Audio Broadcasting, or DAB for short and this guy 
is hot. Some have called this the replacement for AM broad- 
casting and some have even thought that it will replace todays 
most popular audio medium, FM Radio!! 

Basically DAB is a means of delivering multi-channel CD 
quality audio to the masses, using a digital format. There are 
a lot of pluses to this scheme, low transmitter power, CD 
audio quality, elimination of multipath etc. On the negative 
side is the spectrum that this system requires...it will need a 
lot!!! 

The FCC is hot on this one also with an NOI already out 
requesting input. 

There are a lot of major questions to be answered, most 
of them political...like who will own these new "Radio" sig- 
nals, will they be licensees of local stations, some sort of 
network system or what...then the subject of spectrum al- 
location comes in...who is going to give up their spectrum to 
permit the creation of this new "Radio"??. Some of the 
suggestions are 728-788 (presently allocated to UHF TV) or 
1493-1525 (now used for aircraft telemetry)....or could it be 
a band presently allocated to........ Amateur Radio?? (2390- 
2450) 

In the event. you think that this is pie in the sky...you’re 
wrong... DAB was recently tested in Vancouver B.C. with a 
10 watt transmitter on Mt Seymour. Those that witnessed the 
test told tales of sterling performance, and no multipath. 
This was a 16 channel system, running 10 Watts!!! 

The National Association of Broadcasters (NAB) DAB 
Task Force has issued an RFP to conduct a DAB spectrum 
study. The goal of the project is to determine the amount of 
spectrum needed to provide all existing AM and FM licen- 
sees with comparable or improved facilities using this tech- 
nology and in what frequency band(s) could the broadcast 
industry obtain the amount of spectrum required?? 

DAB could have a major impact in the area of spectrum 
management and it will be wise for all of us that use VHF 
and UHF spectrum to keep a watchful eye on this issue...oh 
yes. The NAB has named a 12 member technical advisory 
committee to serve as an engineering resource for this 
project...heading up this will be Don Wilkinson, VP/Director 
of Engineering, Fisher Broadcasting, owner of Seattle’s 
KOMO Radio and TV...and yes, Don is a Ham!!

I have recently had the opportunity to look at each and 
every GREEN SHEET on file as I have been working 
on the new WWARA Data Base. I must say some of you are 
very good about keeping your system current and then, well, 
there are the rest of you. Of the 400+ coordinated systems 
j over 260 haven’t filed a green sheet since 1987. Over 216 
haven’t filed since 1986 and over 200 haven’t filed since 
before 1985 and some I hate to say haven’t updated their 
sysem since 1976! It’s in your best interest to keep your system 
i current!

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MICRO-SPLITS ON 2 
METERS....(Westlink Report) 


7 \saeds in“the Northeast say that more room for 
epeater and packet is needed on 2 meters and are 
asking that coordinators begin considering splitting the 
upper 146-148 subband once more. 

Currently, this spectrum is coordinated nationwide (SO 
THEY THINK...ED) on 1SKHz centers, but some say that 
the time has come to consider going to 7.5 kHz micro-band 
modulation techniques. This would add another 33% to the 
available number of repeater channels and lots more space 
for packet and other digital modes, but there is a price. 

This move would make obsolete virtually every piece of 
radio gear on the air today. 

The only alternative seems to be curtailing repeater 
growth in some regions. This is a solution few hams appear 
willing to accept as a way out of the 2 meter frequency 
crunch. 

In Southern California, recoordinating the 144.5-145.5 
MHz band from the current 20KHz spacing over to 15KHz 
spacing is being considered. Faced with mounting pressure 
from packet users for more dedicated space and FM inter- 
ests who are demanding even greater repeater growth, 
TASMA, Southern California’s 2 meter coordinator, may be 
forced to make what appears to be a very unpopular decision 
with the current users of that sub-band. 

A coordination spokesman stressed that nothing has been 
decided yet. 

Meanwhile, hams in the U.K. will soon be doubling their 
number of 2 meter repeater pairs. Plans are be implemented 
to split the current 25 KHz system separation to 12.5 KHz, 
probably sometime early next year. Several British manufac- 
turers say that the radios they are marketing for their domes- 
tic market can easily handle 12.5 Khz or even 10 Khz, if 
required. 


NEW YORK HAM 
ARRESTED...Westlink 


New York City ham has been arrested for allegedly 

AL cieaa the lives of Federal Agents. On August 
2nd, the FBI, assisted by FCC investigators, took Anthony 
Marcantonio, KA2ZGE, of Queens into custody after 
monitoring threats against them. At the same time, they also 
seized some 20 pieces of his amateur radio gear. Earlier, 
FCC inspectors had responded to complaints from hams 
who claimed the he was interfering with other amateur 
communications on 2 meters, and it appears that their visit 
to his home may triggered the on-air incident that led to his 
arrest. 

According to FCC reports, its investigators on July 27th 
used DF equipment to trace interfering signals to 
Marcantonio’s home. The investigators say that they dis- 
cussed the situation with a member of his family who then 
shut the transmitter off. 

All was well until that evening when the transmissions 
resumed and continued into the following day. It was then 


that the FCC say that Marcantionio made the death threats 
against them. At that point they again acted, this time taking 
Marcantionio into custody and charging him with making 
threats by radio. This is a felony that carries a penalty of up 
to 5 years in prison, a $250,000 fine, or both, his bail was set 
at $50,000. No trial date has yet been set. 


REGIONAL CTCSS TONES 
AGREED TO....K7CR 


A! the recent meeting of our areas Frequency Coor- 
dinators an agreement was reached as to recom- 
mended CTCSS tone frequencies, this in an effort to 
minimize the number of different tones in use. Under this 
plan only 6 CTCSS tones will be recommended by the Coor- 
dinators for use. Repeater users are certain to benefit from 
this decision for only 6 of the standard 32 tones will be used 
making equipment operation much easier. 


The recommended tones are: (Freqs are in Hz) 


88.5 -YB, 100.0 - 1Z, 103.5 - 1A, 114.8 - 2A 
127.3 - 3A, 173.8 -6A 


Coordinators will RECOMMEND use of these tones, 
this will not, of course, preclude the use of other CTCSS 
tones by those that do not wish to comply. 


TONE ONLY REPEATER PAIRS IN 
WESTERN WASHINGTON 


D* to the continued evolution to more and more 
CTCSS or tone only repeaters on 2 meters in the 
WWARA area it is noted that the following repeater pairs 
have only CTCSS machines in operation: 

145.11, 15, 23, 25 and 49. (145.13 and 29 are CTCSS 
ONLY SNP pairs),146.70 and 72, 147.10 and 12 

CTCSS operation permits improved spectrum efficiency 
and has been encouraged by the WWARA for a number of 
years.

Clay faxed a 
letter and 3 maps to Joel at ORRC with a recommendation 
that Woodland be included in ORRC territory. The 
WWARA board approved this recommendation as it had no 
effect on existing systems. Moved by WR7V and seconded 
KA7PMC. This change will be included in the coordination 
policies after both parties agree to the changes. Also at the 
meeting data bases were exchanged with Canada and 
Oregon. 


Packet 

Ken, N7IPB stepped in for Bob Donnell to represent 
NAPRA. NAPRA has appointed 2 members to serve on the 
packet coordination committee; Ken N7IPB and Dennis 
KB7DZ. NAPRA reported no new nodes, but the have a 
repeater (441.125/446.125) going up on the John Haye 
Elementary school on Queen Anne hill. A new green sheet 
will follow for the changing of the coordinated site. 


Technical Committee 
As aresult of John Miller resignation there was no report. 


Membership Committee 

Steve reported one new dues payment and that he is 
looking into the cost of a preprinted dues payment envelope 
to be sent out as a reminder at the end of the year. A 
suggestion was made that Steve look into a self inking stamp 
and then use plain white envelopes. 


FCC 

Gibb reported that there are 3 or 4 people causing inter- 
ference on the Mount. Pilchuck repeater. Gibb is asking for 
assistance from anyone that has good information regarding 
this interference. 

He also reported on some rather unsavory interference 
on the BEARS repeater. After about 6 weeks of problems 
the BEARS were finally able to track down the individual 


| causing the interference. They have obtained some video 


and audio tapes as well as the persons name, address, and 
auto license number. The individual was not a ham, but is a 
Boeing employee. He has since disappeared. 


10/6 Meters 

Clay reported that WR7V wants a 1.7 meg split for his 
repeater (52.37/53.37) changing the frequencies to 
51.67/53.37. Clay asked the board if there was any objection 
and none was voiced. A new green sheet is forth coming. 

Jim Kaufman, W7UMH wanted to know about moving 
his 10 meter repeater off 29.640 to either 29.630 or 29.650. 
The board labeled such operation as "tweener" and felt it 
would create more interference problems. The board 
though would be receptive to any other suggestions that 
would work for everyone.

As a result the Board appointed WA7NAN and K7PAG to 
the committee. The purpose of the committee is to formu- 
late the policies and procedures necessary to accommodate 
packet coordination. The committee was instructed to 
prepare a progress report for the December meeting.

Band Usage Plans

for revision with specific concerns regarding channelizaion 
of spectrum traditionally set aside for experimentation. 

It is expected 
that they will be published in the Coordinator. 


Mailing Address 

It was brought to the Board that a private mailbox and 
mail forwarding service be utilized for WWARA correspon- 
dence. In doing so the WWARA would be able to maintain 
a permanent address with all incoming correspondence 
being automatically forwarded to the current secretary. The 
cost of the service was reported to be between 6 and 10 
dollars per month with forwarding costs to be 2 time the 
postage necessary to do the forwarding. The board agreed 
to try the service and instructed Mark WR7V and Jon 
W7FHZ to make the arrangements. 


Dues 

Steve KA7PMC suggested to the board the it has been 
forever since the dues were changed and with some of the 
additional costs anticipated in the future that the dues 
should be increased by 2 dollars per year. After a short 
discussion Steve’s motion was seconded by WR7V and was 
approved by the board. The dues recommendation will be 
presented to the general membership for approval at the 
next regular business meeting in December. 


Eastern Washington 

Concerns regarding coordination in Eastern Washington 
was expressed by some of the board members. After a short 
discussion it was agreed to wait until next year after the 
WWARA elections to meet with Doug Rider for a 
Washington conference to exchange information.

With respect to the ARRL data base there was a general 
consensus that participating would be advisable. Several 
members shared previous problems where the ARRL was 


told not to publish certain information yet did so. Asa result . 


of this it was agreed that LINK frequency information would 
be provided only with frequency and call information. 


OREGON / WASHINGTON BOUNDRY 

The discussion proceeded to verification of the coor- 
dinating boundary between the WWARA and ORRC. Both 
organizations basically agreed on the boundary. J oel indi- 
cated he would forward a map to Clay with the necessary 
ORRC board member signatures indicating concurrence. 


TWO METERS 

Under 2 meter discussion Joel announced that to the best 
of his knowledge Mr. Almans 145.15 repeater had moved 
back to its original coordinated location. When asked how 
they accomplished getting Mr. Alman to move, Joel indi- 
cated that it was because of the letters from the WWARA. 


With respect to Mr. Almans’ 147.20 repeater in E. 
Washington, Clay allowed he would be writing Mr. Alman 
regarding the interference he was causing to K7PP’s 
repeater in the Kent valley area. 


Wayne Modison’s 2 meter usage chart was passed around 
for review. Some concerns were raised about chanelizing 
certain portions of the band reserved by the ARRL band 


plan for experimental modes. It was the recommendation of 
the group that Clay work with Wayne to share the groups 
concern. 


STANDARD CTCSS FREQUENCIES 

Joel also indicated that the ORRC is moving towards 
standard PL tone frequencies for its tone only repeater pairs. 
Those tones being; 88.5, 100, 103.5, 127.3, 173.8 and 114.8. 
This concept was well received by the members present. 
Bob Smits did allow that he had tried something similar in 
BC only to retain bullet wounds. 


PACKET RADIO 

Packet coordination was brought to the table by Joel 
(ORRC) in that they are being requested by the local pack- 
eteers to take over the coordination of packet frequencies. 
He elaborated several problems with self appointed coor- 
dinators. Jon (WWARA) also elaborated that NAPRA was 
looking towards the WWARA for coordination as well. Bob 
(PRARFCA) has all along been coordinating packet fre- 
quencies and has not had the same problems.

6 Meters: Clay asked the different members present to 
PLEASE write a letter to the ARRL membership services 
and to the VRAC requesting that;

4) Adopt a plan that has national consensus.
